TONIGHT'S DIRECTOR 


Gary Kulesha is active as a composer, conductor, and pianist. His 
works have been commissioned and performed by several noted artists 
and most of the orchestras in Canada. The New York City Ballet and 
Ballet British Columbia are currently touring his work "Angels", and both 
have added this piece into their permanent repertoire. His music has 
been performed and broadcast throughout the world. He has guest 
conducted with several ensembles and in broadcasts for CBC Radio. 
Mr. Kulesha has recently been appointed Composer In Residence with 
the Canadian Opera Company, a position he will hold for two years. In 
additon to two works already available on CD, two new works have just 
been released. Inthe Spring of 1993, RCA Red Seal will release his 
Concerto for Recorder, with Michala Petri, the English Chamber 
orchestra, and Okko Kamu conducting. Upcoming performances include 
a premiere at Lincoin Centre in April of 1993, performances by the 
Vancouver, Kitchener-Waterloo, Toronto, and National Arts Centre 
Orchestras, and the opening of a play at the Stratford Festival in July of 
1993, The Bacchae by Euripides, for which Mr. Kulesha is composing 
the score. |
